A. Except as set out in subsection B of this section, each license, other than an event license 3 

or a limited boxer or wrestler license, shall expire on December 31 of the year in which 4 

the license was issued, except that licenses issued during the last 45 days of any calendar 5 

year shall expire on December 31 of the following calendar year. 6 

 7 

B. Each license to conduct a boxing or wrestling event issued to a licensed promoter shall be 8 

valid only for the duration of the event described in the application for licensure.  Each 9 

limited license issued to a boxer or wrestler shall be valid only for the duration of one 10 

specifically identified event or two specifically identified events held on consecutive days 11 

at the same location. 12 

 13 

C. Prior to the expiration date shown on the license, each licensee desiring to renew the 14 

license shall cause the department or its contractor to receive a photocopy of his license 15 

and the fee specified in 18 VAC 120-40-50.  16 

 17 

D. The department may deny renewal of a license for the same reasons as it may refuse 18 

initial licensure or discipline a current licensee. 19

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A. Each applicant shall submit the following fee along with the application for licensure: 1

Boxer $40 

Boxer – limited $30 

Wrestler $40 

Wrestler – limited $30 

Manager $50 

Promoter $500 

Trainer, second, and cutman $40 

Matchmaker $50

B. Each application for a boxing event license shall be accompanied by the following fee: 4 

 5 

1. Scheduled events of 42 rounds or fewer, with no more than one nontitle 10- or 12-6 

round bout –$1,500. 7 

 8 

2. Scheduled events exceeding 42 rounds, with more than one nontitle 10- or 12-9 

round bout or any event with a title bout - $2,000. 10

C. Each application for a wrestling event license shall be accompanied by a fee of $125. 12

D. All fees are nonrefundable. 14
